The coati\g material as claimed in claim 1, 
wherein thev functional groups (all) and (a21) 
comprise olefinically unsaturated groups or 
epoxide gr\ups, especially olefinically 

unsaturated groups, the functional groups (al2) 
comprise hydroxy! groups, and the complementary 
functional groups (a22) comprise isocyanate 
groups. \^

The coating material as claimed in claim 1 or 2, 
wherein the constituent . (al) comprises a urethane 
(meth) acrylate and the constituent (a2) comprises 
a (meth) acrylate-f unctional (meth) acrylate 

copolymer containing free ispcyanate groups and/or

a (meth) acrylate-f unctional polyisocyanate .

A clearcoat or multic^pat color and/or effect 
coating system, producib\e with the aid of the 
process as claimed in clain\10 
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A motor vehicle, plastics parH:, furniture item or 
other part for private or\ industrial use, 
including coils and container^ comprising at 
least one clearcoat and/or at lea\t one multicoat 
system as claimed in claim 11.
